Debate on Dr. Blow’s Resolution 
Regarding Calgary Institute 
Has Inglorious Termination 


“ollapse of Opposition Follows 


Scorching Arraignment by Hon. 


G. P. Smith and Strong Statement by Premier in Support of the 
Position of Minister of Education—Amendments and Resolu- 


tion One by One Withdrawn 


The debate on Dr. Blow’s resolution regarding technical edu- 


cation and the Calgary institute 


came to an inglorious end shortly 


after six o'clock Friday evening by the complete collapse of the 
proposition after a scorching arraignment by the Hon. Geo. P. Smith 
and a Strong statement by the Premier in support of the position 


of the Minister of Education. 


Two whole days were consumed by 
the debate. Hon, Mr. Smith moved 
@n amendment on Thursday afternoon 
and explained fully then that the 
impression that the work of the In- 
stitute of Technology had been aban- 
doned was entirely without founda- 
tion. Although the institute itself 
had been temporarily handed over, to 
the Dominion government for the re- 
training of disabled soldiers, fully 
three fourths of the work was still 
being carried on by the province un- 


der the arrangements, and when the | 
budget was brought down it would) 
be found that ample provision was 


being made for the remaining portion 
of the work in a much more effec- 
tive way than formerly. 
Capt. tobert Campbell 
Robert Pearson moved an amend- 
ment to the amendment late Friday 
afternoon. It was then that the pre- 
mier made his statement and the min- 
ister of education followed by a vig- 
orous attack upon those who, he said, 
for the purpose of poisoning the 
minds of the people, persisted in the 
very face of the facts in spreading 
the impression that the government 
was seeking to dodge the responsibil- 
ity to the soldiers, He restated the 
policy of the government and chal- 
lenged any man to set forth any other 
method of grappling effectively with 
the problem. The attack was pressed 
home and one by one amendments 
,and resolution 
the order paper was a blank and two 
whole days of the wasted time of a 
‘whole legislature in times of great 
aid pressing emergency were charged 
‘up to profit and loss. 
‘ In addition to the resolution sub- 
mitted by Dr. Blow and the amend- 
“ment moved by the Hon. Geo P. 
Smith, there was an amendment to 
the amendment presented by Capt. 
«Campbell of Rocky Mountain Friday 
fafternoon, this being supported by 
Capt. Pearson, which agreed that the 
» provincial institute at Calgary was 
yroperly turned over to the federal 
authorities, but insisted that imme- 
diate steps be taken to establish other 
: vocational training facilities some- 
+where in the province, A somewhat 
general feeling seemed to be expres- 
sed by J. R. Lowery, Alexandra, when 
jhe admitted as a member of the op- 
; position that he could not support 
any of the amendments or the reso-

4 Premier's Assurance 


ij Premier Stewart assured the house 
}that the government was deeply con- 
yeerned over the cause of education in 
yall its phases and this question would 
abe paramount in their thoughts, 
‘quiring the best efforts of every citi- 
zen for the next ten years or so. Tech- 
nical education would be placed where 
it beloneed. But it must be estab- 
lished on the broadest basis possible. 
He confessed he could not see why 
there should be any disagreement over 
the question when they all appeared 
to want the same thing. Immediate 
detai's seem the only 
gence, “We are quibb 
matters.” 

A definite line of duty would have 
to be maintained betwen the two gov- 
ernments, federal and provincial, It 
there was petty wrangling, the man 
to suffer would be the returned sol- 
dier, whom it was desired to assist 
first of all, However, he was prepared 
to say that the provincial governmeat 
would not see these returned men de- 
prived of their rights irresnective of 
what happened. The central insti- 
tute at Calgary would be built this 
year. 

However, there were returned men 
in all the centres wanting technical 
training. Therefore it was intended 
to help the municipalities to train 
these men as far as possible. The 
wohle matter would be fully dealy 
with at a meeting of the Returned 
Soldiers Commission of the province, 
He sincerely hoped that the house 
would accept his assurance that the 
government did not wish to avold its 
responsibility one lota and would do 
the best it possibly could to meet 
every condition, The general policy 
must not be approached in a mean at- 
titude or without ample preparation, 

James Weir stated there were 600 
returned men in Calgary who were 
unable to be trained To this the 
premier answered that if there were 
such numbers awaiting vocational 
training then his information was 
wrong. Many returned men would not 
want re-training and many 
would want an agricultural course, 

Dr. Stanley wanted to see provision 
for immediate relief in the way of vo- 
cational work on the part of the prov- 
ince He thought the government 
should outline its policy to the house 
on educational matters at this junc- 
ture When the returned men were 
discharged the province must assume 
the responsibility of thelr assistance 
and education as civilians, 

Smith Assails Opposition 

Hon. Mr. Smith declared that he 
would be sorry indeed to be forced to 
the conclusion that any members of 
the house would be guilty of deliber- 
ately trying to create an unfair impres- 
sion in the province that the govern- 
ment was endeavoring to avoid its 
plain duty to the returning men For 
three weeks now he had listened to 
charres that the vernment was 
“passing the buck “evading the is- 
sue” and trying to “shift the responsi- 
bility.” Personally he had = grown 
heartily tired of it and did not propose 
to tolerate it any longer If there 
were members who would be guilty 
in these dangerous times of playing 
with great issues in an effort to poison 
the public mind, all he could say was 
that they were not fit to be members 
of any assembly or to represent any- 
thing or anybody The gover 
was fully alive to its duty and was 
just as anxious and just as earnest as 
any members on either opposition or 
cross benches to accept not only its 
full ehere of responsibility but a great 
deal more. 

“Yhe original resolution is mislead- 
ing,” said Hon. Mr. Smith “If I can 
understand English at all it certainly

| ties for instruction. I explained fully 
| to this house yesterday that the funec- 
| tions of this institution have not ceas- 
| ed except in a few minor details. We 
are carrying on the work for fully 
three-fourths of the former civilian 
student body and all the returned 
soldiers are now being taken care of 
by the federal government. Further- 
more, we have seen that the other 
students were provided for in other 
ways in city schools and in reality no 
part of the work has ceased 

Capt. Campbell: “Are you prepared 
to say where the line of demarcation 
jis between the obligations of the pro- 
vincial and the federal governments?" 

“We have never discussed such a 
| thing and never will,” declared Mr 
| Smith amidst applause. ‘‘We are will- 
|ing to meet our responsibilities to the 
last degree.” 

Hon. Mr. Boyle explained that the 
federal government had insisted upon 
the province turning over the voca- 
tional work in Alberta since it was de- 
sired to standardize the schools, and 
Alberta was the only province which 
had undertaken to give technical train- 
ing to returned soldiers. Fit returned 
men had been given instruction, and 
,hé understood the federal government 
discharged the men and gave training 
| afterwards. 

Considers it Impossible 

Mr. Smith said that in all sincerity 
he did not think it possible to start 
independent work on a large scale at 
|} any one centre on short notice. Ex- 
pert instructors simply could not be 
obtained, it being next to impossible 
to obtain the necessary school in- 
spectors to meet a very serious situa- 
tion in the present school system of 
rural Alberta. The plan which the 
‘government intended to follow was 
{the only one “Whith he félt was feas- 
ible to get immediately good results. 
The work would be spread over the 
whole province, existing 
and facilities would be used 
'ecentres as Lethbridge and

| the teachers right on the ground would 
be used to the utmost, while still car- 
rying on their ordinary school work, 

“Will this plan be delayed until the 
new building is ready in Calgary?” 
asked Capt. Pearson. 

“The plan will not be delayed one 
moment,” said Mr, Smith, ‘Tt has al- 
ready been practically launched for 
two months, as I told this house yes- 
| terday, for the fullest information has 
{been by a special survey. Only the 
| permanent policy is affected by the 
| Calgary building. I cannot explain all 
| the details until the budget is brought 
' down, but I feel sure that the grants 
for technical support will be generous 
enough to encourage a gretit expan- 
| sion of this work.” 

Mr. Smith said he conceded the 
| right of the opposition to criticize, but 
he resented the fact that his full ex- 
| planation of the government policy, so 
far as was possible, had not been ac- 
cepted by the members across’ the 
house, who seemed to think “if they 
talked long enough and could get re- 
ported a sufficient number of times in 
the press that they could create an 
‘impression in the province that the 
government was doing its utmost to 
avoid its responsibility to the return- 
, ing soldiers. 

| J. R. Lowery said the returned sol- 
| dier would not tolerate any party that 
“played with the soldier question,” 
making reference to a former state- 
|; ment of the minister of education in 
this connection. Mr, Smith demanded 
a retraction and Mr. Lowery’ with- 
drew the remark upon an order from 
the speaker, 

Mr. Lowery explained why he could 
not support the resolution or either 
of the amendments, After the prem- 
jer’s assurances it was not the thing 
to force a division. However, he 
thought it well to understand where 
the federal obligations left off and the 
| Provincial responsibility began in the 
matter of soldier instruction, ‘The 


next three months are critical in this | 


matter. This period will either make 
or break the best men that ever wen. 
out of Canada, The returned so.dier 
must not be allowed to remain idle.’ 

Mr. Hoadley thought that in view of 
the statements of the premier and the 
minister of education, the house would 
have to accept the government assur- 


ance that the immediate need fo* 
jtechnical education would not be 
ignored. 
Declares Need Urgent 
In continuing the debate on the 
resolution of Dr. Blow Geo, Hoadley 
dwelt upon the broad and pressing 


need of more advanced technical edu- 
cation. The thinking world had 
rived at a proper realization of the 
value of leisure moments in acquiring 
knowledge. Vocational schools were 
jthe medium of advancing elementary 
| knowledge into practical rea'ms. 

Two lines could be followed, The 
child could be instructed solely in 
|preparation for a chosen vocation, 
Or the work could be broadened to 
jprovide for the fullest expansion of 
essential academic and practical 
jtraining. He favored the latter course, 
When boys and girls emerged from 
jthis more advanced system of educa- 
}tion the state would benefit immensely 


by their higher and more effective 
lstandard of chtizenship No triffing 
with such a subject would be tolera- 
ted from the government, The pro- 


vince faced a position of unprepared- 
ness in reepect to technical education 

Hon. J. R. Boyle objected to the 
statement of unpreparedness in Al- 
berta, pointing out that the province 
was the most advanced of all 
{dian provinces in respect to technical 
education, 

Mr Hoadley contended that there

Hon, A. G. MacKay Introduces 
Bill Dealing with Appoint- 
ment of Local Registrars 


A closer official check on the vital 
statistics of the province is aimed at 
in a bill introduced into the legisla- 
ture by Hon. A, G. MacKay, minister 
of municipal affairs, this bill receiv- 
ing its Initial reading Friday 

The main amendment made in this 
act relates to the appointment of local 
registrars, Heretofore local regis- 
rars have been appointed in different 
parts of the province, but these had 
no defined geographical area or ter- 
ritory which they were responsible 
for. 
cause of the large extent of the ex- 
isting municipal units and of the fact 
that a great portion of the province 
is still unorganized, it is imposefble 
for the secretary-treasurers of these 
districts to efficiently serve as regis- 
tra Therefore it is decided that 
the secretary-freasurer of every school 
district shall be a local registrar, ex- 
cept as to cities or in school districts 
of which cities form a part, in which 
case the local registrar will be ap- 
pointed by the government 

In addition the new act will require 
to report bicths, marriages and deaths 
to the provincial department within

Premier Tells Him Why He 
Was Asked to Quit as 
Attorney-General 


NOTHING PERSONAL

| The placing of the Alberta Provin- 
cial Police directly under the super- 
vision and control of the attorney 
general's department of the provincial 
government is proposed in a bill pre- 
sented to the legislature Friday after- 
noon by Hon. J. R. Boyle 

By the provisions of this 
ment to the act the present commis- 
sion, consisting of Lieut. Col. P. C, H 
Primrose, Judge H. CC. Taylor of the 
district court, and A. G. Browning 
deputy attorney general, will be abol- 
ished and the government wil! again 
undertake full responsibility for the 
carrying on of the police work 

One of the main provisions of the 
}bill in respect to the administration 
|of the force will be the appointment 
of one “commissioner” who will di- 


amend- 


trectly supervise the management of 
| the force, this position corresponding 
}to the present position of ‘‘superin- 
tendent” now filled by Lieut. Col. W 
C Bryan, one of the pioneer officers 
®f the old R.N.W.M.P. organization

Defending himself in the Ger- 
man National Assembly 
the charge that he had unnecessa- 
rily sacrificed German interests 
in accepting onerous terms from 
‘the Allies, Erzberger, chairman

‘ing of November 10th he received 

a wireless message from the Ger-

The conelusion is that at that 
time the overwhelming defeat of 
the German army was so imminent 
that the German high eommand 
were prepared to stop fighting on 
any terms possible; in other words 
that had the Allies demanded that 
the German army should lay down 
its arms the demand would have 
been complied with.

Protecting Soldiers’ Property 

The Legislature of Saskatche- 
wan is revising the law to protect 
the property of soldiers from tax 
sale proceedings. The existing 
legislation exempts from munici- 
pal taxation the home property of 
a soldier to the extent of $50 per 
annum on urban property and a 
half section of land in the rural 
districts. It is now proposed to 
also protect soldiers’ property up- 
on which there is a mortgage or 
other incumbrance, A_ further 
change in the law is to make the 
present protective regulations ret- 
roactive. The present law was 
passed in 1917 and only provides 
protection as from the date of the 
assent of the Lieutenant-Governor 
to the act. It therefore safeguards 
soldiers’ property which might 
have been sold for taxes in 1914

The satisfaction of the Allied} 
people in the renewal of the armis- 
tice will not be to any degree les- 
sened by the knowledge that the 
terms of renewal are by no means 
| pleasant to the enemy. 

This construction that is put 
upon the action of the German 
delegates by the Berlin papers, 
and the protest being raised 
throughout the country against 
the acceptance of the terms indi- 
cates how far apart are the Allies | 
and the people of Germany in their 
| Viewpoints to the outcome of the 
|war. Very evidently it has not 
yet been brought home to the con- 
| Sciousness of the German people 
|that they have been absolutely 
beaten, and must accept such con- 
ditions as their conquerors see fit 
to impose. The terms against 
which they a now protesting 
may do something to enlighten 
them in that respect. 

At the same time there is a pos- 
sibility that this increased sever-

| Specialist Who Investigated Con.- | 
ditions Says the Old Regime | 
Continues 


Feb. 21—"'The German gov 
ernment is the same bureaucratic re- | 
gime of the kaiser’s day with the 
same attitude toward labor and cap- 
| ital, and does not represent the forces 
which caused the revolution,” says 
Dr. Alonzo E. Taylor, food specialist, 
who has just returned from Germany 
where he made extensive investiga 
tions in behalf of the supreme food 
relief council, 

“Count von Bernstorff is in charge 
of American affairs at the foreign of 
fice, and the bureaucrats of the old 
school are in evidence everywhere,” 
he added. - 

“The Germans are becoming Rus- | 
sianized They are afraid to put un 
tried men into the service, and conse. 
quently they tolerate the old order of 
things."’ 

Foreign Supplies or Famine. 

Paris, Feb. 21—-The need for re- 
victualling Germany is really urgent, | 
according to the report just made by 
a group of fourteen British officers, | 
who visited various parts of Germany 
recently for the purpose of conduct 
ing a special official investigation of 
the situation. The officers declara 
that the country is living on its cap 
ital as regards food supplies, and tha‘ 
either famine or Bolshevism-—prob 
ably both—will ensue before the next 
harvest if outside help is not forth 
coming. The need for fats is especi- 
ally urgent,
